ENGLAND IN EGYPT. 


The Rumored Fall of Khartoum Uader Dis- 
eussion. 

Lonpon, November 3.—The Times considers the 
news reported from Cairo to the Paris Morning 
News to the efiect that Khartoum had fallen into 
the hands of the rebels, and that General Gordoa 
had been taken prisoner, extremely doubtful. 
This view, it thinks, is especially reasonable in 
the absence of advices on the subject from General 
Volseley. The Times traces the report to the Bos- 
phone Egyptian, a dubious French organ, which 
may have given the Europeanized version of an 
Arab rumor which has recently gained some cur- 
rency in Cairo. A dispatch reports that a large 
force of rebels was at Berber, and that rebels had 
possession of the wells on the caravan route be- 
tween Debbeh and Khartoum. Alter the crops 
are barvested the Madhi’s forces wili be largely in- 
creased, 

In the house of lords this afternoon, Lord Gran- 
ville said that the government bad no reason 
to believe that the report of the fall of Khartoum 
and the capture of Gordon was true. The house 
adjourned till Thursday. 

The marquis of Salisbury, conservative leader, 
referring to the instructions given by the govern- 
ment to General Gordon, said that it appeared to 
be the intention of the government to abandon 
all the Egyptian garrisons in the Soudan. Lord 
Granville denied that the government had ana 
intention to abandon Khbartoun, buthe admitte 
that it had no intention to prolong the campaign 
in order to rescue the Sennaar or other garrisons.
